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To minimize the confusion of using multiple names for a single trick, or in this case a partial trick, 
the UPSB Naming Committee is encouraging the discontinued use of "Passaround" for describing 
half of a Fingeraround. Instead, it is encouraged to use the Fingeraround term. When used in a 
combo, the Interrupted Trick Notation should be used to describe the partial trick, as is the purpose 
of the notation.

¢ Passaround Normal 23-12 = Middlearound Normal 0.5 23-12 


Within a combo (informal notation) 
¢ Sonic Normal 34-23 > Middlearound Normal 0.5 23-12 ~> NeoSonic Normal 12-T1

¢ Sonic Normal 34-23 > Middlearound Normal 23-12[p][s 0.5][c] ~ NeoSonic Normal 12-T1
